Ironically former President Nixon was instrumental in many affectations of the 
Numismatic activities in the United Sates, resigning after 5% years in office, 
former President Nixon was applauded broadly for his foriegn policies, and 
dammed for his domestic policies (as well as management of his personal aff- 
airs) but he left a mark in coin collecting. 

Expansion of the youth program in the U.S. mint operations, attributed pri- 
marily to Tricia Nixon Cox, : 

Free ownership of Gold by public, originly oposed by the President, was made 
possible by Secretary of Treasury W.E. Simon. Secretary Simons efforts for 
private gold ownership started long before he became Secretary of Treasury, 
Appointment of Mary Brooks as Director of the mint was a milestone in Numis- 
matics, because as an activist she became a sort of coin collector, like her 
predecessor Eva Adams? 

Mrs, Brooks established a museum of Numismatics the San Francisco mint, an- 
other in The Treasury Department Building and a Numismatic Library in the 
Treasury 8uilding. 

Other attributes of Mrs. Brooks may be the effeciency demonstrated with the 
scheduling and design of the bicentennial coins, 

Publishing of the little PRlue saddle-stitched book entitled “our American Co- 
ins" required considerable cooperation from the shite house as well as Trea- 
sury and mint officials. 

Last, but not least was the proclamation by President Nixon that recognized 
National Coin Week. National Coin Week had never before heen proclaimed hy a 
President, and yet for almost fifty years annua] attempts were made to do sa, 
The hobbyists finally succeded in gettine 2 rroclamation and Mrs, “rooks was 
influential in the dicision, 

Not all of the marks left by former President Nixon and his svhordinates were 
as well received by coin collectors as those noted ahove, 

For example, the $10.00 vroof coin of two to three vears aro that realizes 3 
price of $6.00 on todays market is not what I call a rood deal, The profit 

to the United States goverment alone was more than 30 million dollars for the 
1971 proof Ike, Net profits on this proof coin were 800 to 9004 (there were a 
little more than 4 million distributed). The collectors who bought this coin 
has a profit (on a three year investment) of about 2 40% loss excluding 1°st 
interest etc. 

The 1970 D half dollar and again the 1973 Ike dollars were examples of prime 
mismanagement from a collectors point of view, Coin collectors have never 
purchased mint sets because they were unusual or different, Mint sets were 
popular for those who chose that way to aquire the coins Minted for general 
circulation, Millions of collectors have elected to maintain their collect- 
ions by buying new issues from private dealers, No coin not minted for gen- 
eral circulation should be minted assuch for mint sets, 

Think of the 1970 S quarter dollars that were minted in inappropiate quant- 
ities and the 1974 S Lincoln fiasco that is still coing on, 

Now we have Bicentennial proof sets (consisting of three coins) that wil] 
sell for $15.00, Comparable coins of pure silver minted in equivalent sizes 
would cost very little more from many private mints and they make profits for 
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The house and Senate authorize use of Ike dollar profits (stall amounts) to 


support the Eisenhower College and the Sam Rayburn Library. 
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Idler 1804 silver dollar vaults to new price record for a U.S. Coin, over 


Two Hundred Thousand dollars, 
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It has been rumored that a bicentennial note, $2.00 denomination will be iss- 
ued for the bicentennial, Under consideration are two reverses, Washington cr- 
Ossing the Delaware and the Declaration of Independence,

It has been reported that Treasury officials are considering the possibility 
-of minting a gold coin to comemmorate the 200th anniversary, What will it sell 
for?? and how big should it be???
